worms, real cleanliness is of greatest 
importance. Physicians, prescribe med- 
icines which are specific for each type 
of worm, and cause them to die so 
that they pass out of the body. 


Unless the source of the worm in- 


festation can be found, it is advisable 
to use only food and liquids which 
have been thoroughly cooked. 


Once a child is cured, it is neces- 


sary to prevent reinfestation. For this 
purpose the fingernails should be kept 
short and clean. For a while enemas 
.of.castile soap and water will help to 
keep the bowel clean. 


Any parent who suspects that her 


child has worms should make certain 
of a thorough investigation by the 
doctor and provide persistent care un- 
til the condition is eliminated and un- 
der control.

QEVERAL years ago, when the picket 


fires of our economy seemed to be flick- 


ering out against the approaching night, 
someone asked an economist when the de- 
pression was going to end.

Looking about this broad land today, one 


is forced to wonder if it isn't about time 
for us to wake up and realize that some- 
thing happened to us some six months ago. 


For the America of 1936's midsummer 


does not have.the look of a land that still 
is bowed down under the weight of calam- 
ity. Wheels are turning as they have not 
turned in years, factory chimneys are con- 
tributing their agreeable mugginess to the 
city air, and people are busy once more and 
act as if they were going to be ever busier. 


Let us, as some statesman or other used 


to say, have a look at the record. 


The federal Reserve Board's index of in- 


dustrial production, reached 100 in April 
and has gone hitrher since then—-^the "100" 
being- the level of 1923-25 activity. 


Index numbers of the Department of 


Commerce, using those Same preklepres- 
sion years as a base, show automobiles at 
130 electric power at 121, petroleum at 
142, and steel ingot production at 94. 


Building contract figures are up. Pro- 


duction of copper and bituminous coal is 
far ahead of the same period last year. 
.Steel has gone close to 1929 levels. 


The "summer slump" has failed to ma- 


terialize. Freight car loadings have risen. 
The Johns-Manville Co., which produces 
building materials, foresees a full decade 
of rising construction just ahead. 


Now there are a couple of. things in con- 


nection with all this that need to be no- 
ticed. 


The first is the fact that 1936 is an elec- 


tion year. In an election year business is 
supposed to go stangant—to pull in its 
horns fearfully in a natural reaction to the 
ranting and welkin-ringing of the poli- 
ticians. 


Something has happened to that old 


myth. This campaign does not seem to be 
worrying anyqne. Business is going ahead, 
sales are increasing, production is boom- 
ing, and all the" indices of good health are 
becoming more and more clearly visible. 


Election year, apparently, is just one of 


those worn-out bugaboos that don't fright- 
en people any more. 


The second thing to notice is that the 


American economy seems to have produc- 
ed its own refutation for the prophets of 
doom who have given their vocal cords so 
much exercise in recent years. The bottom 
hasn't fallen out of everything, after all. 
In other words, there is life in the old girl 
yet. 


Better times have arrived; really good 


times are not far ahead. If we can for- 
get our fears, there is nothing to keep us 
from moving in on them in short order.

So Mr. Peattie proceeds to revie-v

Everybody's looking up these nights in search of two comets that have come close to naked eye visi- 
bility. One is Knlio's comet, discovered recently by a Japanese astronomer of that name. The other is. 
Peltier's comet, located lust May 15 by a young Ohio star-gazer. If you have sharp eyes, you can see 
Peltier's comet as it rushes through the eastern sky along the path shown on the star map above. 
Dates on the path give positions where the comet may be found at these times. It will be brighlest;and 
nearest the earth (close to 10 million miles) on Aug. 4. Nothing yet is known about Kaho's comet, but 
it can be seen, with the aid of field glasses or a small telescope, low in the western sky, just below the 
Big Dipper. Tliis map is distorted slightly to include the sky area in which both comets appear. Hold 
tlic map before you. facing norlli, then turn toward the west for Kaho's comet and east and southeast for 
Peltier's comet. Picture at upper right is that of another comet, Morehouse's, taken through the pow-

Close 
behind is Marie Slopes, noted British 
birth-control propagandist, with eight 
banned, followed by Collettc, writer 
of French romances, with six, Richard 
Arlington, five, and Aldous Huxley, 
four.

The petitioner claims that his futhcr- 


in-law died in London and appointed 
the Secretary of -State tor India his 
trustee to property in India and oth- 
cralnds, including two gold mines and 
three oil wells.

TOKYO—(/P)—With little brown ba- 


bies arriving at the rate of more than 
250 an hour, Japan's natural increase 
in population during 1935 was the 
greatest in history. 


For the second 
time her annual 


growth passed one million. It was 1,- 
028,623 during the year, compared witli 
1,007,308 in 1932, the previous record 
year. 


These figures show there is no re- 


laxation in the pressure of population 
on the resources of Nippon. 


Japanese social scientists explain by 


that factor the restless straining of this 
eastern empire against all bonds its 
conquest of Manchuria, its military 
and economic penetration into Nortli 
China, its plans for economic advance 
into the South seas and its unceasing 
fight for world markets. 


Emigration Negligible 


The figures are those of the cabinet's 


bureau of statistics. They apply only 
to Japan proper, excluding colonies 
such as- Korea and Formosa and the 
newer dependency of Manchoukuo.
